The 
Ballaa polic® have put out statements on the Coseuai st 
conspiracy theory , and it was they who were is charge 
whan he was shot and thus, silenced. 


3. The natter has been handled thus far 
with neither dignity nor conviction. Facts have been 
aixsd with ruaour and speculation. Ue can scarcely 
1st the world see ua totally in the image of the 
Dallas police when our President is aurdered. 


I think this objective nay be satisfied 
by asking public as soon as possible a complete and 
thorough P3I report on Oswald and the assassination. 
This eay run into the difficulty of pointing to in- 
consistencies between this report and statements by 
Dallas police officials, but the reputation of the 
Bureau is such that it oay do the whole job.
